SYRIAN President Hafez Assad 
recently told US Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher ' that 
Damascus will take measures to 
prevent tenor attacks inside Israel, 
diplomatic sources indicated last 
nighL 

This led Internal Security 
Minister Avigdor Kahalani to 
announce today that security mea- 
sures were being slightly eased. 

Prime Minister Binyamin 
Netanyahu, meanwhile, said that 
the messages Israel had conveyed 
to Syria had led to an easing of 
tensions. 

“We sent calming messages via 
the Americans, the Russians and 
the French," Netanyahu said, “and 
I think there has been a lowering 
of tensions." 

Israel also requested that 
Germany make a similar interven- 
tion with Iran, but it remains 
unclear if it received a reply. 
Netanyahu also reiterated that 
Israel is ready for peace talks with 
Syria. 

“Christopher phoned Assad, and 
Assad gave a good response. 
There is a reason why Kahalani 
said what he did today." a diplo- 
matic source said. 

This was confirmed by other 
sources. 

The phone call took place as a 
response to Israel's request last 
Friday that the US intervene to 
mge Syria to use its influence with 
the Damascus-based Islamic Jihad 
and other Islamic militants. Israel 
fears a bombing attack to com- 
nremorate last year’s assassination 
of Islamic Jihad leader Falhi 
Shkala. Syria blames Israel for 
Shkaki’s killin g 

It may be noted that in the past 
Assad has given mixed responses 


to US requests to halt violence. At 
some times when he has received 
appeals by third parties, including 
the US. to halt Hizbullah attacks 
m southern Lebanon, Assad has 
rebuffed them by saying that (he 
group has the right of resistance to 
“Israeli occupation." 

At other rimes, when he 
believed Hizbullah attacks could 
interfere with peace talks, he has 
gone so far as to hold up Iranian 
arms shipments arriving in 
Damascus airport that are desig- 
nated for Hizbullah. 

Meanwhile, there were reports 
yesterday that Syrian Defense 
Minister Mustafa Tlas just signed 
an arms deal with Pakistan. 
Details are unknown. 

In Amman. King Hussein spoke 
by telephone with Assad to dis- 
cuss the peace process and bilater- 
al issues. The call came after 
Assad and Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak met in Damascus 
to discuss the diplomatic efforts 
being made to advance the peace 
process. 

Assad said yesterday he does 
not rule out the possibility of an 
Israeli attack against Syria or 
Lebanon and accused Netanyahu 
of working a gamsr pe ace 
Foreign Minister David Levy 
swiftly reacted to Assad’s com- 
ments, saying Israel has no inten- 
tion of attaclong Syria. 

“Israel has said time and again, 
through the various channels and 
also in public, that it has no inten- 
tion of attacking Syria,” Levy told 
Israel Radio. 

“On the contrary [Israel] is 
interested in reducing the level of 
tension and creating an atmos- 
phere conducive to renewing 
peace talks,” Levy said.

Benizri: Kopatch’s Torah portion must go

“IF Gil Kopatch goes. I go,” TV 
variety show host Yair Lapid said 
yesterday, after MK Shlomo 
Benizri (Shas) demanded that the 
*. popular segment be immediately 
removed from his highly rated 
Friday night program on Channel 1. 

K/tpaich presents his version of 
the weekly Torah portion, inter- 
preting biblical events through 
modern eyes in the humorous 
street -.dang of Today's youth. His 
presentation, the most popular part 
of the show, includes social and 
political satire and arouses howls 
of mirth from the audience. 

Benizri threatened that if “that 
wicked clown" Kopatch isn't 
slopped, he would see to it that the 
Knesset Finance Committee cut 
off the charmers funding. He also 
hinted at a coalition crisis. 

He said Kopatch coaid not be 
allowed to hurt tire feelings of the 
religious public and mock the 
groat figures of Jewish tradition. 
He cited Kopatch referring to Eve 
as “the first sex bombshell” and 
saying, “Noah danced in his tent 
with his boulboul (penis) 
exposed.” He also protested 
Kopatch’s comment that at a 
reception held by Abraham after 
Yitzhak’s birth, the biblical jet-set 
arrived, including tire Thpuzina 
model. 

In last Friday's segment, 
Kopatch described Sarah's pick- 
ing on Hagar, her Egyptian maid, 
telling her “You don’t clean prop- 
erly; you’re a lousy maid. Which 
.means. Sarah will be Sarah, 
whether it’s Sarah onr mother or 
Sarah Netanyahu.” 

Kopatch interpreted the portion 
dealing with Yitzhak's sacrifice as - 
a consequence of the abuse of

Kiryat Arba extremists 


A "PILE" of administration detention orders 
asainst suspected extremists in Kiryat Arba 
and the Hebron settlement is ready and just 
v/aitina for signatures, Kiryat Arba spokesman 
Tsuri Popov itch said yesterday. 

Popovitch. who would not reveal the source 
of this information, said the settlement is 
opposed to these types of measures and that if 
the security services have information that 
someone is planning something illegal, they 
should indict that person and arrest him. 

“Administrative detention orders are just a 
reaction to public pressure,” he said. 

He added that “those who have orders issued 
22 a! fist them know they are being watched” 
arid as a result are unlikely to take any extreme 
action in an attempt to halt redeployment in 
Hebron. Popovitch said. 

Reports of inevitable administration deten- 
tion orders came on the heels of a call by Labor

Meanwhile, work began yesterday in 
Hebron on the construction of a joint 
Palestxnian-Israeli liaison office, which 
brought on a protest bom settlement leaders 
there. Noam Amon, head of the Jewish com- 
munity in Hebron, said that it is absurd that the 
army is “withdrawing” from Hebron before a 
formal agreement is signed. 

“The army is trying to dictate terms to the 
politicians, before anything has been signed,” 
he said.

A cancellation of the first meeting, 
which was to take place last week, prompted 
the council to tall a sit-in protest scheduled for 
tomorrow in front of the Prime Minister’s 
Office. The council says that Netanyahu is pur- 
posely dra gging his feet on construction in the 
settlements. 

Ma’aleh Admnim Mayor Benny Kashriel, 
deputy chairman of the council, said that the 
organization has not yet decided whether to go 
ahead with the protest.

EIGHT residents of the Israeli- 
Arab village of Abu Ghosh said 
they were held Sunday evening in 
Ramallah by Palestinian security 
agents, who beat them and 
demanded they give information 
on villagers who served in Israeli 
security forces, according to testi- 
mony the residents gave police. 

According to the testimony, sev- 
eral of the residents, in their lafe 
teens and early twenties, managed 
to escape during the night, despite 
being chased by gun-firing securi- 
ty agents, the others were 
released yesterday morning. 

In a statement released last 
night. Judea and Samaria Police 
spokesman Boaz Golden berg said 
the incident was under investiga- 
tion and that a complaint was filed 
with the Palestinian Authority. He 
said the eight residents also faced 
charges for entering a closethwli- - 
iaryznne. hS*- 1 

The. . eight identified jgteir 
assailants as members or^Ke 
Palestinian Preventive Security 
Service headed by JibrQ Rajoub, 
one cf the Palestinian negotiators 
in the peace talks, who is behind 
PA efforts to crack down on 


Palestinian collaborators with 
Israel. 

The residents of Abu Ghosh, a 
Jerusalem Corridor village, said 
that on Sunday they drove to 
Beitunya, just outside of 
Ramallah, to visit relatives. They 
were stopped by- PA security 
agents in Ramallah while on then- 
way home. 

The residents described being 
badly by the a gents, who demand- 
ed they give them the names of 
villagers who served in the police 
and army. 

A village notable, who asked not 
to be named, questioned their 
story, saying that several members 
of the group were known as “trou- 
blemakers,” who might have made 
up the story just to gain publicity 
for themselves. 

Three of the residents were ques- 
tioned yesterday by police. The 
- other -fivefoave. been summoned 
for ' questioning - today. 
Goldenberg, in the statement 
released late last night, offered no 
explanation of why police had not 
gone public with die story until 
after the Abu Ghosh residents con- 
tacted journalists. ' 


A LEADING Palestinian 
human-rights group yesterday 
called for Jews to be evicted 
from Hebron and charged that 
there has been an increase in 
attacks by settlers on 
Palestinians since the election. 

"During the last four months, 
since the Netanyahu govern- 
ment came to power, settlers' 
aggression against 

Palestinians and their property 
has increased daily,” Khader 
Shkirat, director of the 
Palestinian Society for the 
Protection^ of Human Rights 
and Environment, said at a 
Jerusalem press conference. 

Shkirat outlined a number of 
attacks on Palestinians 
allegedly carried out by set- 
tlers, culminating in last 
week’s incident in which 
HadatJBctar security .offker 
r^ Nahum Ko rman allc ge d^vfeftfei 
"to death; ...

Labor says extremist Jews

JEWISH extremists could sabotage 
foe redeployment plans in Hebron, 
Labor MKs warned yesterday. 

At a meeting of the Labor faction. 
Ehud Barak and Ra'anan Cohen 
called for the extremists to be “neu- 
tralized." Cohen suggested foe use 
of administrative detention orders. 

All the MKs agreed that foe agree- 
ment on Hcbron ieached by foe cur- 
rent government is very similar to that 
reached by foe Labor government. 

Haim Ramon said he fears the 
agreement will be signed but not car- 
ried ouu because of extremist actions 
which will torpedo it. 

Party leader Shimon Peres said the 
agreement will be signed, but the polit- 
ical process will nonetheless be halted, 
“because [the gove rn men t ] win do 
something stupid." He called for a 
strong hand against the extremists.

Labor whip Ephraim Oshaya, who 
spent the weekend in Hehron as the 
guest of foe Jewish community, told 
the faction that not all foe Jewish res- 
idents are extremists.

“economist” In Russia, it was 
widely known, Berezowsky had 
made a fortune in foe automobile 
business. 

The ministry issued Berezowsky 
wifo an immigrant card and wifo 
an ID card on. the spot 
Berezowsky was then instructed 
to go to the Holon branch of the 
ministry to get foe “absorption 
basket” - money to tide over new 
immigr ants m the initial stages -to 


which his family was entitled. The 
official made an appointment for 
him wifo the Holon office for the 
following morning. 

Berezowsky never appeared 
a gain at foe ministr y offices. “Hie 
could have provided foe absorp- 
tion baskets for the entire Russian 
immigration on his own,” Russian 
circles joked yesterday.

Ministry issues health warning 
against Hamifiratz meat products

THE Health Ministiy has warned the 
public not to ear meat blintzes. meat 
patties, or meat ravioli produced by 
Hamifralz Catering at 17 Rehov 
Edison in Haifa, until further notice. 

Routine checks of these products 
by the Haifa District Health Office 
last month showed contamination 
with salmonella and staphylococcus 
bacteria. The factory was tokl to stop 
marketing the products until addi- 
tional tests are conducted. 

Some 150 kilos of the products 
were found to have the bacteria. 
These were meat blintzes marked 


with die production date 15/HV96 
and 21/1% meat ravioli marked 
20/10 and 23/120; and meat patties 
dated 20/10 and 23/10. 

Additional checks done in die last 
few days found no improvement. 
The ministry therefore issued an 
order for the destruction of affected 
products, but some of it reached the 
markets “in co n tr a vention of min- 
istry instructions." 

The ministiy said ii would confis- 
cate affected Hamifrarz products if 
located, but that the public should be 
alert and not eat them. 


PRESIDENT Bill Clinton has, in 
effect, received an endorsement 
from the Israel Forum for the 
Prevention of Smoking for his 
efforts to reduce smoking among 
Americans, especially young peo- 
ple. 

The fbnim. a roof body of public 
and voluntary organizations that 
oppose smoking, met yesterday 
and issued a statement in favor of 
Clinton. 

“We congratulate President 
Clinton on his efforts to reduce 
smoking among the American 
public. We wish him success and 
hope he will continue in these 
efforts after the election. We also 
hope dial Israel will take his 
example,” the forum said. 

Among the forum’s suggestions 
are to increase taxes on tobacco 
products, broaden and deepen 
enforcement of anti-smoking 
laws, allocate funds for a battle 
against smoking, and to dissuade 
young people from becoming 
addicted to tobacco. 

Smoking became a major issue 
in the race between Clinton and 
Bob Dole. The former Kansas sen- 
ator, who has received millions of 
dollars in campaign money from 
tobacco companies over die years, 
claims tobacco is not addictive — 
a statement proven wrong by 
many studies. 

Clinton recently issued propos- 
als for strict laws that would 
make cigarettes and other tobac- 
co products less accessible to 
young people. These include 
additional restrictions on ciga- 
rette vending machines and 
tobacco promotion. 

Health Minister Tzahi Hancgbi 
has promised to issue his own 
proposals for reducing smoking 
this week, but anti-smoking 
activists have voiced concern 
about whether they will be imple- 
mented, as Hanegbi is supposed 
to leave the ministry and become 
full-time justice minister in the 
near future. 

His reported successor, MK 
Ycboshua Matza (Likud), is a 
smoker, but be did observed die 
law and did not allow smoking at 
meetings of the Knesset Interior 
Committee, which he beaded.

MOSCOW (Reuter) - Moscow 
will breathe a sigh of relief if 
President Bill Clinton is re-elected 
today but Russian-US relations 
face testing times whatever fee 
outcome, Russian foreign policy 
experts said yesterday. 

The Kremlin has not expressed 
any official preference for Clinton 
or Republican rival Bob Dole in 
fee US presidential election. 

But President Boris Yeltsin’s 
good persona] ties wife “my friend 
Bill,” Moscow's desire for conti- 
nuity and its mistrust of the 
Republicans ensure that fee 
Kremlin will be leaning towards 
Clinton behind fee scenes. 

“If everything goes fee way it 
seems to be going, Qintoa will be 
re-elected and there will be a sigh 
of relief in Moscow - in the for- 
eign ministry and in the Kremlin,” 
independent political analyst 
Andrei Koxtunov told Reuters. 

“Moscow feels Clinton has 
invested a lot in Russia and feat 
this would make it more difficult 


. for him than for Dole to make a 
sudden change in US polity.” 

Continuity will be particularly 
important far fee Kremlin in the 
next few months when, if all goes 
well, Yeltsin will still be recover- 
ing from heart surgery or, in a 
worst-case scenario, Russia will 
be lookmg for his successor. 

“Some of Dole’s comments are 
regarded here as having as as anti- 
Russian subtext and fee Kremlin 
would not be happy if he won." 
said Pavel Kandel of Moscow’s 
independent Institute of Europe 
t hink tank. 

Yeltsin and Clinton have had a 
warm personal relationship since 
reaching a “psychological under- 
standing” at fear first frill s ummi t 
in fee Canadian city of Vancouver 
in April 1993. 

Clinton has been a firm backer of 
Russian reforms and. has stood 
behind Yeltsin when the going got 
tough, including resisting pressure 
to take a tougher stance against 
Moscow’s military campaign to 


crush separatists in rebel Chechnya. 

But although the two presidents 
have continued to give each other 
bear hugs in public, fee euphoria 
of fee period immediately after fee 
collapse of the Soviet Union in 
1991 has given way to a more per- 
functory relationship dogged by 
problems. 

On many issues, Moscow and 
Rtohington have simply chosen to 
agree to differ for fee sake of 
keeping relations on track. 

A major problem in the 1990s 
has been NATO’s plans, backed 
by the United States, to take in 
countries of eastern and central 
Europe. Russia says this expan- 
sion would threaten its security 
and strongly opposes it 

This looks set to remain fee 
major problem if Clinton wins a 
second four-year term and it could 
come to a showdown soon.

Convention, ensuring a presiden- 
tial runoff November 1 7. 

The results reflected voter anger 
over rampant corruption and low 
living standards in one of eastern 
Europe's poorest countries after 
nearly seven years of rule by 
Iliescu and his allies. 

With more than half the returns 
tallied, Lliescu's support plummet- 
ed to 33 percent from the 48 pen 
cent he received in 1992’s first 
round elections. Constantinescu 
had 28 percent and former Premier 
Petre Roman, a reformer ousted in 
a 1 991 miners’ revolt, was third at 
21 percent 

Many who voted for Roman and 
smaller opposition groups are 
expected to throw their support 
behind Constantinescu in the 
runoff, which could mean defeat 
for Iliescu. 


In parliament, the preliminary 
count gave the Democratic 
Convention 30 percent, die Social 
Democracy Party 22 percent, and 
Roman’s group 13 percent 
If the results stand, the opposition 
will have a majority of seats and a 
chance to form a new government.

(Reuter) - Jean-Bedel Bokassa, former self- 
styled emperor of the Central African 
Republic, has died at the age of 75, closing 
a colorful and sometimes grim chapter in 
die diamond-rich yet impoverished nation’s 
history. 

One of Bokassa’s sons. Jean Charles, 
announced the news early yesterday. The 
flamboyant former leader, whose rule was 
one of cruelty and extravagance punctuated 
by capricious decisions, died of a heart 
attack on Sunday night in Bangui. 

Years after he was ousted in 1979, 


murder and embezzlement and sentenced 
to death, a sentence larar co mmuted One 
of his cooks told the court that be used to 
fry human flesh far Bokassa’s meals but 
the emperor was not convicted of cannibal- 
ism. 

State radio carried a government 
announcement that Bokassa, who bad been 
ill with kidney, suspected cerebral and other 
problems, would have a national funeral 
and broadcast extracts from his speeches 
interspersed with solemn music. 

Jean Charles said Bokassa had been a 


“good, father, who always catered for the 
educational arid other needs of his family", 
notably his children - of whom he had at 
least 55. 

“My father had nationalist ideas but he 
was often opposed from the outside where 
he was portrayed as a monster, an eater of 
men,” he told Reuters. 

Bokassa seized power in 1 966. Modeling 
himself on his hero Napoleon Bonaparte of 
Ranee, he crowned himself emperor in 
1977. His crown was worth 55 million and 
the ceremony reputedly cost a quarter of the 
nation’s annual foreign exchange earnings. 


Ousted in a French-backed coup- in 3979: 
while in Libya, be lived in exile tA-Iveity' 
Coast and former colonial power Fiance. 

In 1986 Bokassa suddenly returned to the 
Central African Republic. He was sentenced 
to death in 1987 for murder and embezzle- 
ment after a trial colored by tales of infanti- 
cide. cannibalism and of human flesh kept 
in fridges. 

The military leader at the time, Andre 
Kolingba. commuted Bokassa’s sentence to 
life in prison and then freed him in 1993 at 
the height of a transition to multi-party 
democracy. 


2 US pilots fire at Iraqi missile site 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The pilots of two US 
F-16s who fired high-speed missiles at Iraqi 
radar sites in separate incidents over the past 
fence days had every indication they were 
being targeted by Iraqi missiles. Defense 
Secretary William Pmy said yesterday. 

“These incidents did occur. In both cases, the 
F- 16 warning gear alerted that they were being 
tracked by a surface-to-air missile system 
and... they launched a HARM missile, a radia- 
tion-seeking missile, toward the source of that 
radiation," Perry said. . , 

The Iraqi Foreign Ministry said the incidents 
were fabricated by the Clinton administration 
“to divert the attention of American voters 
from their domestic scandals by creating false 


problems abroad.” 

Since no evidence has been found that Iraq 
actually launched any missiles. Perry said an 
intense investigation is under way. 

He said he did not know whether faulty 
equipment might be involved or whether die 
Iraqis were playing cat-and-mouse games with 
their radar systems. 

The defense secretary insisted that allied 
overflights of the area will continue, even 
though Saddam Hussein’s faces have been 
“quite quiet” in the past week. 

Perry said he did not have any reports about 
possible damage caused by the missiles. 

The latest incident occurred at 0900 GMT, 
about 40 kilometers from where die earlier fir- 


ing took place. The Pentagon said die pilot in 
die second incident, assigned to the 4404th 
Wing participating in patrol of the southern 
Iraq “no-fly” zone, returned safely to his base. 

White House spokesman Mike McCurry said 
President Clinton was briefed on die incident 
and analysts were trying to “determine why 
we’ve had a second incident.”

BEIRUT (AP) -- Independence Day, the Hollywood Wt 
about an alien invasion, is under fee from Hizbullah, 
who c laim the movie champions Jewish superiority. 

They complained in a statement that the fantasy 
thriller is propaganda promoting the “unity which 
Israel seeks between the ‘super’ Jewish mind and the 
growing American power to dominate the world 
under the slogan of defending humanity. 

A spokesman for Hizbullah would not specify 
which scene or character the group objects to. Nor 
would he- comment beyond the statanent, which was 

nublished in Lebanese newspapers yesterday. 

In the movie, actor Jeff Goldblum s character, a 
computer roaven battling space mvaders who are 


destroying world capitals, and his movie father, 
played by Judd Hhrsch, are portrayed as Jews who 
return to their faith at the movie’s climax. 

The movie was cleared by Lebanese censors and 
screened at cinemas during the last two months. 
There has been no move to withdraw it from the the- 
aters. 

Hizbullah contended it should not be shown when 
Lebanon needs ‘‘a media policy aimed at strengthen- 
ing their mobilization and immunity against the 
Zionist enemy.”

MAZAR-E-SHARIF, Afghanistan 
(AP) - Anti-Taliban forces said 
they were renewing peace efforts 
yesterday, but they also launched a 
bombing raid that was the first 
direct attack on a major western 
city the Islamic army captured 
more than a year ago. 

The bombing raid on the airport 
at Herat, about 600 kilometers 
west of KabuL damaged the con- 
trol tower and forced the United 
Nations to cancel a scheduled 
flight, aid workers said. There 
were no immediate reports of 
injuries. 

Taliban spokesman Amir Khan 
Muttaqi, speaking to reporters in 
Kabul, the capital, rejected 
Dostum’s latest call for peace 
talks, calling it an “insult” meant 
to distract bis group from the war. 

“The invitation is for die sake of 
killing time,” Muttaqi said. “We 
don’t want to take part in negotia- 
tions which we believe would 
have oo result." 

Northern warlord Rashid 
Dostum, the most powerful mem- 
ber of the anti-Taliban alliance. 


said he would ask neighboring 
Pakistan to pressure the Taliban to 
come to the negotiating table 
when he meets wife Pakistan's 
Interior Minister Nasrullab Babaar 
later this week. 

“If Babaar says something fee 
Taliban will accept it,” Dostum 
told report e rs summoned to his 
headquarters, about 300 kilome- 
ters northwest of Kabul. “ I have 
good relations with Pakistan and 
will use it to bring’ peace." 

Babaar has made several 
attempts to get talks started. 
Pakistan has repeatedly denied 
accusations that it supported fee 
Taliban take-over of 
Afghanistan. 

Dostum rejects the Taliban's 
strict interpretation of Islamic 
law. Hie Taliban have banned 
most women from working and 
closed girls’ schools, instituted 
stoning and amputation as punish- 
ment for a range of crimes, and 
forced people into mosques for 
prayers. 

But Dostum acknowledged that 
he had once backed the Taliban, 


which he apparently saw as a 
counter to an old rival, ousted 
defense chief Ahmed Shah 
Massood. Dostum said Monday be 
changed his mind when it became 
clear" the Taliban were bent on 
seizing fee entire country. 

“I told them not to march to 
KabuL But the Taliban did not 
keep their word.*’ he said. 

In an attempt to stop a Thliban 
sweep of Afghanistan, Dostum 
allied himself wife Massood. his 
former foe, and two smaller 
Islamic parties. 

Until now most of the major bat- 
tles between the Taliban and its 
enemies have been restricted to 
just north of Kabul. Neither side 
has gained ground despite days of 
fierce fighting with heavy 
artillery, mortars, rockets and 
fighter jets. 

In recent days Dostum, a for- 
mer communist general whose 
troops control most of northern 
Afghanistan, has been threaten- 
ing to step up pressure on 
Taliban soldiers in western 
Afghanistan.

T HE American people today choose the 
president who will lead them to the year 
2000. This newspaper has stood by its 
firm faith in Bill Clinton as a fine leader from 
before his first nomination as the Democrat’s 
presidential candidate in 1992 to die mid-term 
days of his lowest public approval ratings. It is 
unremarkable therefore that we still believe that 
not only is Clinton by far the best candidate in 
the present race but that his successes in office 
already have marked him. at least in foreign 
eyes, as one of the best post-war American pres- 
idents. 

He is certainly the best friend Israel has ever 
had in the White House - a fact that cannot be 
denied even by those opposed to his expansive 
faith bribe Middle East peace process. The 
labyrinth of Arab and Israeli politics is a treach- 
erous one for foreign leaders and many a well- 
meaning US president has ended up being 
despised rather than loved - and by all sides. 
But not Bill Clinton. The secret of Clinton’s 
successful engagement with Israel has come not 
merely from the historic ceremonies on the 
White House lawn or the Aiava desert. It has 
come from a simple word - involvement. 

Memories are short in politics, so it is worth 
noting that while Jewish and Israeli support for 
Clinton is now perceived to be most enthusias- 
tic among those in the center to left of the polit- 
ical spectrum - this is a complete reversal of the 
picture four years ago. Then, it was the Jewish 
and Israeli Right who were enthusiastic for 
Clinton and the Left who were rooting for 
George Bush. 

In the 1992 campaign Clinton excoriated 
Bush for his “misguided criticisms of Israel in 
recent months which have set the peace process 
backwards by encouraging Arab intransigence 
and increasing Israel’s sense of isolation.” 
Unlike his fellow Democrats, Clinton was 
described, in American terms, as a “hawk” on 
the Middle East. 

“The biggest obstacle to peace is that Israel’s 
right to exist in peace .:. has never been recog- 
nized by the Arabs,” he said, and went on to 
condemn the economic boycott By contrast, the 
Israeli Left then preferred Bush’s support of 
“land for peace” and applauded his acrimonious 
exchanges with Yitzhak Shamir. 

Most American politicians with an eye to that 
Shangri-la known as “the Jewish vote” have 
always proclaimed their support for Israel. Yet 
few have seemed so relaxed among Jews and 
Israelis as Bill Clinton. On his visits, he has 
always looked as comfortable among Israelis as 
a Kennedy does among the Irish. He dons and 
doffs a kippa with that same natural sense of 
timely appropriateness as a secular Tel Avivian, 
his biblical allusions and occasional words of 
Hebrew never sound forced or spin-doctored. 
None will forget the utter shock and grief 
Clinton could barely disguise in his reaction to 
the murder of his friend Yitzhak Rabin. And 
when in the history of the state did a Hebrew 
phrase coined by a non-Jewish foreigner ever 
become a ubiquitous bumper sticker? Shalom, 
haver did. 

Nothing has sounded more lame in 
Republican Bob Dole's lame campaign than his 
hollow attempt to charge the Clinton White 
House with not being supportive enough of 
Israel. Indeed, at times his interest in Israel and 


has perceived favoring of Shimon Peres over 
Binyamin Netanyahu in last May’s election 
opens Clinton to criticism for overinvolveraent 
in Israel’s affairs. 

Of course, it would be parochial to suggest the 
president of the United States deserves reelec- 
tion only because he likes Israel, but all for- 
eigners have a vested interest in all American 
foreign policies. The domestic issnes of the 
election are properly the concern of Americans, 
yet it must be noted that no president has so 
clearly taken over a faltering economy, 
promised to rum it around, cut the deficit and 
then done so with such assurance as ClintoQ. 

He is, it is true, beset by a range of questions 
lumped, in this campaign, under the heading 
“character.” Whitewater hangs over the Clinton 
household and a sexual harassment law suit 
going back to his days as the Arkansas gover- 
nor winds slowly through the court system. 
And the White House still has not adequately 
explained what a former bar bouncer was doing 
pulling the FBI files of Republican’s who had 
once worked in the White House. Serious ques- 
tions about campaign fund- raising and for- 
eigners possibly buying access to the Oval 
Office also hang unanswered as the polling 
places open. 

But Clinton’s administration has notched up 
an impressive list of achievements, and not all 
of them traditional liberal policies. Overseas, 
this presidency has generated the calmest inter- 
national climate of any before it. This it has 
done without any sign the president is not pre- 
pared to stand firm where American interests or 
matters of principle are at stake. On the eco- 
nomic front, this determination has taken him 
through some serious confrontations with 
Japan, China, Mexico and the World TYade 
Organization with flying colors. 

On the diplomatic front, his cool and prag- 
matic leadership helped dismantle a dictatorship 
in Haiti and avert certain disaster - a consider- 
able success for which Clinton has been given 
little of the credit he deserved. He quietly 
restored relations with Vietnam and defused 
ugly confrontations with Cuba. Iraq and North 
Korea. But the critics concentrated on what he 
was “failing” to achieve in Bosnia. Yet after all 
fee abuse, it is his US-brokered peace that just 
might have ended this brutal war. Clinton 
brushed aside the ineffectual United Nations 
and took decisive, and mainly American, mili- 
tary action in former Yugoslavia under the 
NATO flag. 

IBs record is enough to earn Clinton reelec- 
tion. But he has another quality, much more 
intangible, that make him the man most fitted 
to lead the world into the next century. Bill 
Clinton is a quintessential man of the 1990s, a 
decade of turbulent and unforeseen changes, of 
dismantled values - the 1960s ones no less 
than the Victorian ones - and of confusions 
and uncertainties. Like most of us, he is not 
petfectand like most of us, he wants a better 
world. 

Unlike most of us, he seems to have some 
good instincts for navigating these end-of-cen- 
mry seas and a willingness to do so wife confi- 
dence in the destination and with a sense of 
adventure. 

This is a leader the world needs for four more 
years. Good luck, friend.

RECIPROCITY 


Sir, - Outstanding legal experts 
Malvina Halberstam and Nathan 
Lewin unambiguously demon- 
strate that the Palestinian 
Authority’s substantial material 
violation frees Israel of the legal 
obligation under die Oslo accords 
and makes Israel’s compliance in 
matters such as the disposition of 
Hebron political, not legal (“A 
breach of contract,” October 28). 

Prime Minister Netanyahu 
asserts that, unlike under his pre- 
decessors, reciprocity will be 
required in meeting Oslo commit- 
ments. The logical reciprocity for 
Hebron is the PA’s meeting its 
fu n damental quantifiable security 
obligations, which pre-date 
Israel’s Hebron obligations. This 
security package includes remov- 
ing weapons from Hamas and 
PLO factions, reducing PA police 
numbers and weapons and com- 
plying with the required Israeli 
clearance of PA police members. 

When die PA meets these securi- 
ty requirements, the risk Israel 
takes in the “peace process” will be 
reduced towards the level projected 
in die accords. These PA obliga- 
tions for Israel’s security should be 
met before there are changes in 
Hebron or ebanges in any other far- 
ther compliance with Oslo aoconis 
which have security implications. 

While the lack of PA security- 
related compliance is obvious, 
there is not the least indication that 
the Netanyahu government will 
even raise the policy of reciproci- 
ty. Is it that reciprocity is adver- 
tised to Israelis, but is absent from 
the negotiating table with Arafat?

No such visit was paid to 
Abraham Prigal when his 15-year 
old daughter Sarit was shot in the 
head while returning to school in 
Kiryat Arba; nor to the Bachrachs 
or foe Shacbois, whose 18-year old 
sons were stoned to death while 
hiking in Wadi Kelt 
Names like Habah. Weiss. 
Weinstock, Ozana, Felix and 
Lapid, all of families who lost chil- 
dren at the hands of Arab terrorists, 
could probably be included on foe 
list 

So why was the mourning 
Shoushi family chosen for such a 
visit? 

Quoted in The Jerusalem Post . 
the US consul said he “came to the 
village of Husan to show the US 
government is committed to foe 
peace process, but also because he 
was personally touched by foe 
boy’s death.” Peace Now, one 
could safely assume, would not 
feel uncomfortable with this expla- 
nation. 

Senseless death is perhaps the 
greatest human tragedy. And the 
feeling of calamity is most acute 
when foe victim is a child. 

The case of Hilmi Shoushi is no 
different He was an 11-year-old 
boy with his whole life before him. 
His death is mourned by all Jews 
and Arabs whose senses have not 
been numbed to the point where 
they can no longer feel the human 
dimension of foe conflict 
What needs to be understood is 
the shameful absence of a similar 
display of compassion in cases 
where the victims have been 
Jewish children. 

One cannot be personally 
touched by the death of one child 
but not of another. Unless, of

course, foe underpinnings of sym- 
pathy are political, “to show com- 
mitment to the peace process.” 
And the peace process as it now 
stands is predicated on foe belief 
that die Arabs belong in Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza while the Jews 
are a foreign implant The process, 
then, is one of wresting the Jewish 
strangers - gradually if need be - 
from the Arab land. When that

process is completed, there will be 
peace. 

Hence Arab -children who throw 
stones at Jews are innocent of any 
wrongdoing. They are heroic 
Davids advancing the peace 
process. Murdered Jewish children 
are, a priori, guilty trespassers, 
obstacles to the process whose 
death need not be mourned. 


HAD Hilmi Shoushi died in a car 
accident or of illness his death 
would have been no less tragic, but 
it would not have been an excuse 
for a political charade. The US 
consul would have stayed home 
and Peace Now would not have 
taken the time to mourn with foe 
villagers of Husan. 

But wc have an accused Jewish 
“settler” implicated in the boy’s 
death, a convenient Goliath. 

Never mind foe facts. Never 
mind that all we know far certain 
is that Hflmi was stoning Jewish 


road travelers (his father admitted 
as much without any indication 
that he thought it wrong or 
acknowledgment that, had he dis- 
ciplined his son, the boy might still 
be alive). 

And never mind thar one is inno- 
cent until proven guilty: that no 
one (other than Mosbe Sfrahal) is 
charging Nachum Korman with 
murder, that it may yet be discov- 
ered thatHiimi fell hard while run- 
ning away or was accidentally hit 
by a rock thrown by one of his 
peers. 

The selective show of compas- 
sion says, in effect, that Korman is 
guilty no matter what really hap- 
pened in Husan, because he had no 
business being there in foe first 
place; certainly he had no right to , 
try and stop Hilmi and his friends ' 
from trying to hurt Jews. He is 
guilty because be got in foe way of 
a process whose aim is to bring 
about a peace without Jews. 

It will never work; such a peace 
will never exist For if Jews are 
foreigners today in tile hills of 
Judea, tomorrow they will be 
called strangers in the coastal 
plain. 

The majority of Jews in Israel 
understand this, which is why a 
decade of Arab terror has not 
reduced foe Jewish population in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. On the 
contrary, it has mare than doubled. 

Peace can only be achieved 
through a process which fosters die 
understanding that the Jewish peo- 
ple are indigenous to the land of 
Israel; that Jewish communities in 
Judea. Samaria and Gaza are not 
temporary settlements, any more 
than Arab co mmunit ies are. 

Peace can only be achieved 
when all men and women of good 
conscience realize that rocks 
thrown at moving vehicles are 
lethal weapons.

Clarity can avoid catastrophe 


K i s been reported that foe last 
il obstacles in foe way of the 
Homa construction project 
in southeast Jerusalem have been 
removed. At least 6,500 bousing 
units for Jewish residents are 
planned atop a lovely hill between 
Kibbutz Ram at Rahel and foe 
Palestinian town of Beit Saturn 
If the project goes ahead it will 
spark an explosion that threatens to 
Itill the peace process etnee and for 
alL 

And no one will be able to claim, 
as in foe case of the Hasraonean 
Tunnel that the warnings were not 
clear and timely. - 
Opposition to the Har Homa pro- 
ject has been voiced for months by 
Palestinian leaders and many 
Israelis. If the government and foe 
Jerusalem Municipality implement 
their plans at this stage in the deli- 
cate peace negotiations, without 
waiting for the agreements to be 
reached in foe final-status talks on 
Jerusalem, then foe Palestinians, 
indeed the entire world, will know 
for certain that this Israeli leader- 
ship is not interested in peace. 

The unmistakable message will 
be: We are the rulers and we make 
the rules, regardless of what others 
may think. 

Whoever gave foe Hebrew name 
to this beautiful hill defined the 
political intent behind foe project - 
to build a dividing wall ( homa ) 
between “Jewish Jerusalem” and 
foe West Bank areas beyond foe 
expanded, post- ’67 municipal 
boundaries defined by IsraeL 
The hill is the last unbuilt area 
surrounding the Arab neighbor- 
hoods in East Jerusalem, Orating a 
Jewish community there would 
complete this ring encircling the 
Jerusalemite Palestinians, cutting 
them off from die West Bank; it 
would define by “facts on the 
pound” this section of foe final 
boundary line for Israeli-controlled 
Jerasatenr.

Yes, if there is a 
will to find it and to choose iL 

The Palestinians in Beit Sahur 
recognize Jewish claims to the 
northern part of that hill, which 
they call Jebel Abu-Ghaneim. The 
southern part, abutting their town, 
is legally theirs and their rights will 
be violated if foe Har Homa project 
goes ahead. 

The activists at the 
Rapprochement Center in Beit 
Sahur have suggested join devel- 
opment of foe hdJ so that both 
communities can benefit and the 
place become a symbol of peace- 


ful cooperation rather than con- 
frontation. 

Ecologists might prefer that foe 
hQl remain as it is, covered with 
trees. It could become a peace park, 
with the on-rite ruins and cemetery 
of Christian monastic communities 
preserved within foe larger land- 
scaping. (Has anyone consulted 
Christian authorities about these 
historic rites, or will foe interna- 
tional outcry on this point be dis- 
missed as propaganda too?) 

Jewish and Arab families could 
picnic there, their children playing 
together among the trees. 

If this option is not acceptable, if 
Jews and Palestinians both feel 
extra housing is needed for foeir 
respective communities, such a 
construction project should honor 
foe needs of both parties, involve 
diem equally, and respect what 
Prime Minister Netanyahu calls the 
principle of “reciprocity.” 

After the recent deadly riots 
sparked by the tunnel incident it 
would be foolhardy in the extreme 
for the Israeli authorities to go 
ahead with this project now. 

Add the Hebrew letter reish to 
homa and you get horma. annihila- 
tion. By building this political 
“wall” under such precarious cir- 
cumstances. foe government 
would set in motion an escalating 
dynamic threatening to destroy 
everything built in this country 
since well before 1948. 

Let us not wait for the next state 
commission of inquiry to ascertain, 
after the catastrophe, whether foe 
decision-makers considered all the 
relevant factors. 

The time for clear thinking and 
wise choices is now. before it is too 
late. Human lives hang in foe bal- 
ance, and nothing is more sacred.

F RIENDS and foes are won- 
dering what Bill Clinton 
plans for the world’s most 
unstable region if. as predicted by 
polls, he wins a second term 
today. 

Arabs, frustrated by delays in 
implementing Palestinian self- 
rule, tope he will “get tough” on 
Israel. Israel and some of its sup- 
porters in the US want him to box 
in Saddam Hussein further and 
isolate Iran. 

Much will depend on whether 
Clinton veers off the domestic 
issues that brought him to power 
and tries to leave his mark on his- 
tory through a foreign policy tri- 
umph. 

Russia. China and Bosnia all 
have a claim to presidential atten- 
tion ahead of the Middle East, but 
the region has a fascination for 
would-bc statesmen, and 
Washington has already invested 
heavily in Israeli- Arab peace. 

The first indication of any shift 
will be in Clinton's appointment 
of a secretary of state to replace 
Warren Christopher, who is wide- 
ly expected to retire. 

Richard Holbrooke, the US 
mediator on Bosnia, would bring 
a radical shift, not least in style, 
but he is a long shot, political ana- 
lysts believe. Anthony Lake, 
national security adviser, would 
also mean change- 
But front runner among 
Washington pundits is UN 
ambassador Madeleine Albright, 
who spells continuity. 

“I doubt there will be any major 
change in our approach to the 
Middle East,” one US official 
said. “With the demise of the 
Soviet Union as a superpower foe 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict is no 
longer die trigger for World War 
HI. There is no urgency for a 
change." 

A majority of foreign policy 
analysts in Washington agree. 
“The big picture won’t change,” 
says Yahya Sadowskx, a Middle 
East specialist at the Brookings 
Institution. 

“Domestic policy is the first 
priority. Clinton only puts energy 
into foreign policy when it 
becomes a hot issue domestical- 
ly... like Bosnia.” 

Some Palestinians and

American Jews believe Clinton 
will lean on Prime Minister 
Netanyahu to restart implementa- 
tion of the Oslo agreement, cur- 
rently snagged on Israel’s reluc- 
tance to withdraw from Hebron. 

“The screws will be turned on 
the day after foe election," says 
Dov Zakheim, a former Pentagon 
official and Israel analyst 
“Clinton does not like to be 
rebuffed.” 


BUT MOST analysts and pro- 
Israel lobbyists doubt Clinton 
wants to use his enormous politi- 
cal, financial and militaxy lever- 
age over Israel. 

“The notion that the US can 
force the Israeli prime minister is 
wishful dunking.” says Middle 
East analyst Judith Kipper, 
“Clinton wfll not put pressure on 
a friend, it’s not his style,” notes 
an Israel lobbyist on Capitol Hill 

“We can't want peace more 
than foe parties themselves,” adds 
a US officiaL 

Many analysts will urge a sec- 
ond-term Clinton to amend his 
“dual containment” policy of iso- 
lating Iran and Iraq. 

“Dual containment is not a pol- 
icy but an admission that we 
don’t have a policy," says James 
Zogby of the Arab American 
Institute. 

“Dual containment is a slogan 
more than a policy,” Kipper 
agrees, “ft’s not working because 
they are not contained.” 

Analysts contend that Clinton's 
missile strikes on Iraq in 
September may have weakened 
Saddam militarily but strength-' 
ened him politically. 

American officials rule out 
any Clinton initiatives on Iran, 
which they accuse of sponsoring 
terrorism. They say it is too soon 
to consider “constructive 
engagement,” foe policy some 
believe would change Tehran’s 
behavior with a carrot rather 
than stick. 

“Clinton has the potential to go 
further on foreign policy if he 
secures a big victory for bis sec- 
ond term.” says analyst John 
Steinbruner of Brookings, 

But for many that remains a. 
tope rather than an expectation. 

•There’s an enormous amount 
of self-congratulation about what 
we have done." Sadowski says- 
“But we don't hear foe alarm 
bells.”

Speaking Theater (JEST) has 
been smart enough to stick with 
the earlier, funnier Woody Allen 
in its current production of three 
one-act plays by New York’s 
neurotic nebbish. 

That's not to say that Allen's 

k ? as en, P*5 -headed before 
he tried to make himself into the 
Jewish Ingmar Bergman and 
descended into the pseudo-intel- 
. lectual middle-aged vacuity of 
films like Alice. JEST’s three 
dramas each center around high- 
ly philosophical, comic treat- 
ments of life, and death, sex and 
God. 

The longest of the three pieces 
is God , which Allen wrote for the 
theater in the early 1960s. 

It begins with a Greek drama- 
tist and one of his actors debating 
the ending to their play. The 
writer is determined to win a 
prize at the Athenian drama com- 
petition and thus earn immortali- 
ty through the fame of his work. 
God then turns into a play within 
a play in which Phidipides 
(Bruce Oppenheimer) tries to 
carry a message to the king of 
the city. 

The production does a nice job 
of integrating the names of 
Jerusalem neighborhoods into 
the mayhem and is full of Allen’s 
characteristic New York Jewish 
lines (‘‘Is the pope Catholic?"). 
God is the only one of the three 


pieces that truly plays with die 
boimdaries of theater, exposing 
the different roles of the author 
and audience, and of traditional 
ideas of structure. 

In Death Knocks, Death comes 
through the window of Nat, an 
agmg businessman. Wearing a 
.black cape, Death tells Nat 
(Arthur Ingram) that his time has 
come. Nat challenges Death to a 
game of chess in an effort to win 
an extra day of life. Death agrees 
to play gin rummy instead, and 
loses. 

Death turns out to be a lot more 
uptight than his victim. When 
Death complains that he has 
nothing to do for 24 hours while 
he waits to take Nat’s life, the 
businessman tells him to “take a 
shvitz.” 

was adapted from 
Allen s short story by director 
Kelly Hartog. In Raymond 
Chandler style, a hard-boiled 
detective (Jonathan Giilis) is 
asked by a gorgeous “broad” to 
take on a missing-person case. 
The man he has to find is none 
other than God. 

JEST was formed II years ago 
by Sheldon and Inez Klimist to 
meet a need for English-language 
theater in Jerusalem. 

According to Leah Stoller, a 
JEST director of 1 0-years stand- 
ing, “there are people here who 
can’t go to He brew- language the- 
ater. Yet theater is very important 
to many immigrants from 
English-speaking countries. 

‘‘Secondly there is a great body 
of drama in English which is a

part of the baggage that mature 
immigrants of 18-plus bring with 
them. As A.R. Gurney said, it is 
Jews who have kept theater, par- 
ticularly in the US, going for the 
past 30 years.

Jews and non-Jews - and a lot of 
people, especially those without 
family here have been given a 
social life and friends through 
JEST. 

“We hope to continue to pro-

Stoller points out that JEST 
productions, especially musicals 
and works by known playwrights 
such as Woody Allen, G.B. Shaw 
and Oscar Wilde, also appeal to 
native Israelis.

Recovering the Satellites 
COUNTING CROWS 
(HedArtzi) 

I think it was former Eagle Don 
Henley who once explained 
[he difficulties of following up 
a successful debut album by say- 
ing that an artist has 20-odd years 
to work on his debut but oply one 
or two to come up with a continu- 
ation. 

Seen in that light, the highly 
anticipated sophomore album by 
Counting Crows is a triumph. 

Bursting to the top of the charts 
with their 1994 release August and 
Everywhere. Counting Crows 
touched a nostalgic nerve in veter- 
an rock lovers. It was ’90s alterna- 
tive rock but it was also full of the 
sounds of The Band and Van 
Morrison circa 1969, thanks to 
singer.- songwriter Adam Duzitz's 
uncanny vocal resemblance to The 
Band’s Rick Danko and his ability 
to bare his soul a la Morrison. 

Riding on the crest of the frenet- 
ic and unforgettable “Mr. Jones," 
the band became known as the one 
'90s rock band you could like even 
if you don’t like '90s rock. 

Recovering the Satellites doesn't 
contain a standout track like “Mr. 
Jones'* but overall it may be a 
stronger album. 

Duritz still bitches about every- 
thing, from the price of fame to the 
women who seemingly are con- 
stantly leaving his life. He may be 
the most depressing writer since 
The Cure's Robert Smith. 

His life outlook can by synop- 
sized in this snatch from the wist- 
ful “Goodnight Elizabeth’’ 

If you wrap yourself in daffodils 
I will wrap myself in pain 
and if you are the queen of 
California baby 
I am the king of rain. 

But throughout the album, the 
wonderful band 'ensemble and 
classic yet fresh-sounding 
melodies temper the angst-filled 
lyrics and the lingering effect is an 
uplifting one.

As with the starkly personal 
1993’s Both Sides , Dance into the 
Light continues to distance Collins 
from the slick hit-oriented direc- 
tion of his earlier work that made 
him one of the most successful yet 
vapid artists of the 1980s. 

Assembling a real band and 
playing real drums for a change, 
CoUins sounds relaxed and confi- 
dent. He reins in his tendency for 
mushy ballads and social com- 
mentary (restricted here to the stiff 
“Just Another Story”) and instead 
concentrates on a refreshing no- 
frills approach. 

The title track, with its syncopat- 
ed rhythms and upbeat horns, is 
Collins at his pop best. 

The rest of the album varies 
from the Beatlesque ringing gui- 
tars of “That’s What You Said" 
and “Wear My Hat" and the 
African “Graceland"-like rhythms 
of “Lorenzo" and “It’s in' Your 
Eyes" to the he-could-write-a-hit- 
song-in-his-sleep ballad “No 
Matter Who."

visit by an Indian artist is 
a rare event in our cultur- 
al life. 

And the local dance world has 
not been blessed with such a 
visit since the legendary Udai 
Shankar came here in the mid- 
111111165. 

Although there are few dancers 
who choose to express them- 
selves through Indian dances 
(best known among them is Vera 
Goldman and her disciples), they 
are esoteric. 

Padmaga Venkatesb Suresh 
presented a program of classical 
Indian dance which attracted 
mainly Israelis of Indian descent 
and, alas (at the performance I 
attended at least), only a handful 
of viewers who belong to the 
dance world. 

Padmaga is an accomplished 
dancer in the classical style of 
Indian dances but she strays 
from its rules to achieve greater 
diversity of movement, 


A heal thy -looking gal, a viva- 
cious performer with a full range 
of facial mimicry, she conveys 
an array of emotions by hand 
gestures that express verbal mes- 
sages. 

By these means and by the pro- 
jection of Indian miniature paint- 
ings on the back wall, she grace- 
fully told the love story of 
Krishna and Radha as it trans- 
forms through the change of the 
seasons. 

It was very pleasing to watch 
her portray a butterfly with its 
fluttering wings, or the sun- 
drenched landscapes with slight 
innuendoes, as it was intriguing 
to see her follow the structurally 
complex musical rhythms. 

That particular dance language 

- that felt right as long as it 
■stayed within its home bound- 
aries — became uncomfortable 
when applied to the Israeli

Non-Asians axe buying “Dil 
Cheez" too, said a spokesman for a 
major London record outlet, and 
Sagoo is expected to build an 
increasingly big following in the 
British capital, which a Newsweek 
cover story last week proclaimed. to 
now be the hippest town on earth.

2 features eight dancers and two 
musicians playing live on stage on 
two harpsichords. One plays 
baroque music; the other uses a 
harpsichord with steel stringsto 
play music commissioned from 
Gavin Bryare. There are also tyro 
film screens on stage in which 
company star Luise LeCavalier 
sees herself simultaneously as a 
young child and an old woman.

It is a situation where 
you immediately create an anony- 
mous relationship and are exposed 
to the extreme behavior of those 
watching you." 

And what feeling would he like 
his audience to take home? “At 
the very end of the show, it’s like 
they have seen something they 
can’t understand. Only late: they 
should actually start to try and 
comprehend what it is they have 
seen. 

Everything is completely inter- 
related: There is joy in fear and 
there is fear in joy. We are talking 
about a disjointed kind of tiling 
which is never pure and which 
does not provide a sense of com- 
fort, but only a kind of a savage 
joy." And he adds that “whether 
people like it or not is not impor- 
tant, I’m after the passion in 
involvement. They can like it or 
dm ike. it, but with a passion. J 
don’t want them id be indifferent.” 

Lock refers' to modem dance as 
nothing more than “a generic 


phrase. It’s a whole bunch of ideas 
with no real link to one another. 
As an art form seeking its place, 
modem dance has to define itself 
vis-a-vis itself. It’s got to avoid 
being nice; it's got to make a dif- 
ference. It should not idealize 
society but reflect it.” 

Lock does not devote all of his 
time to La La La; he also choreo- 
graphs for other companies, and is 
also known for conceiving and 
directing the 1988 Sound and 
Vision tom of David Bowie. 

Later this season he will return 
to Israel, without his own dancers, 
to set a new work for our own 
Batsheva Dance Company. “My 
work for La La La is obviously 
different than anything I’ve done 
for any other company because 
you can’t ignore the performers 
you have.” 

And how does Lock describe his 
own dancers? “They must be peo- 
ple of extreme personality. There’s 
no room on stage for anyone who 
does not accept discomfort. Ego is 
not important, struggle is."

C LARINETIST Sharon Kam 
commendably took her time 
in Schumann’s Romances 
op.

UNITED Mizrahi Bank filed a suit 
against a former general-manager of 
UMB-Lcradon and his deputy last 
week for allegedly receiving bribes 
from the Facia chain. 

The episode is connected to the 
disclosure of irregularities at die 
London branch in the third quarter of 
1995. 

As a result, UMB made a special 
provision of NIS SO million in 1995 
to cover for potential bad loans, 
resulting horn the London branch's 
failure to follow Mizrahi’s credit 
procedures. Following the bank’s 
revelation of the scandal, branch 
general-manager Rafi Kelner and his 
deputy John Doharti had been fired. 

UMB filed the suit in the London 
Court against Kteuer and Doharti 
for allegedly receiving bribes from 
Facia in exchange for organizing an 
£8 million loan. 

The UK-based Facia retail chain 
was made up of about 10 rctaD stores 
in London that operated under one 
umbrella. Tbe loan was given fix’ 
very little collateral and was above 
die UK's approved credit ceiling. 

Most of the bank's suspicions are 
based on the investigation by 
KPMG, the accountancy firm which 
was appointed receiver of Facia. The 
chain collapsed in July, leaving 
accumulated debts of about £30nu 
including the debt to UMB London. 

The receiver found that Facia 
passed on about 13 millio n pounds 
of the loan it received as "agent 
commission'’ to tiie bank accounts of 
Doharti, Kelner and Robert Lackey, 
the businessman who introduced 
UMB-London management to 
Facia’s previous owner, Stefeo 
Hmchliffs. The money was trans- 
ferred to secret bank accounts in 
Switzerland. 

Hinchlifis is being i n v est i g at ed by 
Scotland Yard- Tbe episode occurred 
when Hinchliffs bad a poor reputa- 
tionin England and few would Wcsk 
with him but Bank Mizrahi, a source 
close to the situation said. 

According to the source. Mizrahi 
expects the suit to help it recover the 
money lost General banking insur- 
ance fidelity allows for recovery 
only if actual monetary benefit is 
proven. According to the source, 
Mizrahi expects the evidence 
revealed in the suit is "only the tip of 
the iceberg," the source sad.

BONN (Reuter) - A major realign- 
ment of the world’s telecommuni- 
cations industry could be immi- 
nent, as regional alliances assess 
their positions after the merger of 
British Telecommunications Pic 
and MG Communications , indus- 
try analysts said yesterday. 

But should die BT-MCI merger 
be concluded as planned, their 
newly formed Concert Pic could 
become the firm the world's 
largest corporations and regional 
carriers with global aspirations 
turn to for services.

Safra buys Discount Bank’s 
Canadian subsidiary 

Hapoalim to shut down Los Angeles branch 


ISRAEL Discount Bank has 
signed an agreement to sell its 
subsidiary Israel Discount 
Bank of Canada to National 
Republic Bank of New York 
(Canada), the bank announced 
yesterday. 

The parties would not disclose 
additional details about the deal, 
except that according to the 
agreement Discount Bank of 
Canada’s activities will be 
meiged with Republic’s. 

During the last few years, most 
local banks have reduced their 
overseas operations, mainly in 
the US and Canada where sub- 
sidiaries incurred large losses. 

A Discount spokesman said 
the decision to sell is in line with 
management’s policy to reduce 
its overseas operations. In con- 
trast to the other Israeli banks 
Canadian operations. Discount 
Canada has not suffered losses 
in recent years, he said. 

Discount Bank of Canada total 
assets reached ' S95m.

Sharansky to visit Russia for first 
time since release from captivity 
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FORMER Prisoner of Zion and 
current Trade and Industry 
Minister Natan Sharansky will 
return to Russia in three weeks for 
the first time since his release 
from captivity in 1986. 

Tbe scheduled seven-day trip to 
Moscow and St Petersburg is 
also the first visit to Russia by a 
member of Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu’s govern- 
ment. 

Among Sharansky’s aims dur- 
ing his visit are to strengthen 
diplomatic and trade ties 
between the two countries. This, 
according to his ministry, should 
be easier to accomplish now 
since the Israeli government has 
agreed, to place relations with 
the former Soviet Union coun- 
tries, and • particularly with 
Russia, high on its international 
agenda. 

In die near future, exports to die 
area should exceed 53 billion, 
Sharansky said yesterday. 

Over the last year, exports to 
Russia reached $260 million and 
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imports totalled some SI 00m. 

The countries, through their 
joint economic committee, have 
already outlined three trade sec- 
tors in which it is felt there should 
be closer cooperation; telecommu- 
nications, agricultural and medical 
equipment Currently foodstuffs 
comprise die major share of bilat- 
eral trade. 

Joining Sharansky on the visit 
will be Ministry director-general 
Yehoshua Gleitman, representa- 
tives of the Foreign. Health, 
Agriculture and Communications 
ministries. Manufacturers 

Association President Dan Propper 
and Chambers of Commerce 
Chairman n ann y GiUcrman. 

Among the companies represent- 
ed in the party of 50 are Teva, 
Elbit, Tadiran mid Yotvata. 

The provisional timetable 
includes meetings with various 
government ministers, an industri- 
al seminar, a financial se minar 
with Russian bankers and meet- 
ings with businesspeople in Sl 
P etersburg. 


While in Russia, Sharansky 
will also attempt to improve ties 
with its remaining Jews and 
encourage their aliya. A group of 
new Russian immigrants to 
Israel also will accompany 
Sharansky. 

“The Israeli government will 
do its utmost to improve and 
deepen the absorption of the 
750,000 immigrants already in 
Israel, " Sharansky said. 

“We must also assess die possi- 
ble absorption of a million addi- 
tional Jews in tbe CIS. I believe 
that a large-scale aliya such as 
this will secure the unique posi- 
tion of Israel as the center of the 
world for Jews, and strengthen 
Israel’s position among other 
countries.” 

Sharansky's wife and mother 
also will take part in the trip, at 
Sharansky’s own expense. 

During his stay, Sharansky will 
renew ties with old acquain- 
tances and visit a Moscow syna- 
gogue.

While new sales are not prof- 
it making, the follow up service 
agreements can earn companies 
20% to 25% profits.

‘‘Whoever proposes to solve eco- 
nomic problems by increasing taxes 
or the exchange rate is choosing easy 
solutions,” Meridor said. 

Meridor warned the MKs against 
increasing die tax burden while there 
is an economic slowdown and 
exports are dwindling. 

“This needs copious discussion 
before we rush to put forward pro- 
posals.” be said. 

Meridor rejected, what he called 
“the popular idea.” of reducing gov- 
ernment contributions to employees’ 
National Insurance Institute pay- 
ments. This is the last thing Israel 
needs at the moment, he said. 

Tbe minister also launched a 
stremgcounterafiack at critics of foe 
government's fiscal policy. 

“Anyone who thinks correct 
microeconomic decisions are the 
only solution is, by talking nonsense, 
bringing die economy to crisis,” 
Meridor said. “He is lying to himself 
and to the population.” 

He said four factors are currently 
threatening the eocoomy: the feStare 
of the coalition parties to reach agree- 
ment on the budget cuts needed; tbe 


legi timate claims of parties demand- 
ing promises made to them be 
upheld; the requirements of the 
defense forces; and basic budget esti- 
mates for anticipated revenues in 
1997, which are apparently too high. 

Meridor also used foe opportunity 
to clarify the Treasury’s position on 
foe Brodet Report on reforming foe 
capital markets. The truncated team 
of three, currently examining foe 
issue of taxing short- and mid-term 
savings to encourage longer-term 
investments, has yet to reach agree- 
ment, despite the deadline for receipt 
of its iecarnmmriations last week.

Beardsley symbolizes Newcastle title drive 


NEWCASTLE (Reuter) - The confidence, 
exuberance and determination of Peter 
Beardsley’s play in his 700th league and cup 
match symbolized everything about Newcastle 
United’s challenge for the English title on 
Sunday. 

Newcastle won a bruising, passionate Tyne- 
Tees derby against old rivals Middlesbrough 3- 
1 to regain its place at tire top of tire Premier 
League, displacing Arsenal who held tire posi- 
tion for two weeks. 

Beardsley’s performance personified all that 
Newcastle - and for that matter their coach 
Kevin Keegan - represents: hard work, flair, 
style and, clearly this season, some mental 
toughness and maturity. 

Beardsley, the Newcastle skipper, hussled in 
midfield and worked tirelessly in front of goal. 
He had the confidence to take, and score from, 
a penalty kick after missing from the spot last 
week, and scored a goal of typically sweet 
invention, dancing through the defense, then 
placing a low shot wide of the keeper to virtu- 
ally ensure Newcastle's win. 

"After missing the penalty against 
Ferencvaros on Tuesday the gaffer never said a 
word about tire penalty, not even ‘unlucky’. He 
never said anything, he just left it to me,” said 
Beardsley. 

M A lot of fens asked what would happen if 
we got another one, but I've always said Til 
take it I wasn’t sure I would score, but luckily 
enough it went in.” 

The 35-year-old former England forward 
may be in the amumn of his career but he is 


hoping to keep playing at the top level until he 
is 40. On Sunday's evidence, you would bet on 
him lasting until he was 50. 

Keegan, whose side pulsates to the same 
kind of rhythm he hims elf displayed as a play- 
er, was frill of praise for his skipper, and said be 
was surprised some Newcastle fans were 
begriming to question Beardsley's durability. 

“I saw a letter in tire paper today saying he 
was finished. Well, I’d like about another five 
players who are finished if that’s the case,” he 
said. 

“His enthusiasm has, and always will be, 
incredible, and always worth a place in your 
side. 

“Great players like him write their own 
scripts. You felt he would get a hat-trick and he 
damn nearly did:” 

Bcardlsey, who won rwo championship 
medals with Liverpool, opened tire scoring wife 
tire 40th-minute penalty and made it 2-0 after 69 
minutes when he jinked through the 
Middlesbrough defense and screed from close 
range. 

Robert Lee added Newcastle's third with his 
first goal for 18 matches, and Middlesbrough 
replied through Mikkel Beck in the 88th 
minute. 

There were 11 di ff ere n t countries represent- 
ed in the two teams assembled for around £65 
million, and the match was marked with tittle 
cameo conflicts. - 

Middlesbrough’s Brazilian Emerson and 
Newcastle’s Colombian Faustino Asprilla 
continually tangled, Newcastle’s Belgian 


Phillipe Albert also had a running feud with 
Middlesbrough ’s flamboyant Italian Fabrizio 
Ravanelti. 

But if Beardsley symbolized Newcastle’s 
drive for a title it last won in 1927, Albert and 
J iminh o, Middlesbrough's diminutive forward, 
symbolized the current standing between fee 
two clubs. 

They had an altercation in the second half 
with Albert towering almost 30 eras over fee 
Brazilian. With Newcastle in first place and 
Middlesbrough in 15th after a poor recent run, 
that image left a lasting impression of 
Newcastle’s superiority. 

Keegan also played with three men at tire 
back, as he did against Ferencvaros last week, 
with David Baity patrolling in front of them 
and winger Keith Gillespie dropping into right- 
back when needed. 

“It's the. first time I’ve played that but it 
won’t be the last, though I don’t know when 
you’ll next see it." said Keegan. 

No-one at St James 1 Park is getting carried 
away with Newcastle being top of the league - 
they remember all too vividly whai happened 
last reason when they led the table for almost 
eight months, then finished : second to 
Manchester United. ' • ■ 

But Keegan was pleased afterwards, "fc 
didn’t touch the heights of Ferencvaros (4-0) or 
Manchester United (5-0), but tins was a derby 
and called for other qualities and strengths. ™ 2 
have proved we. can battle.” •

ened to renew protests at Rehov 

Bar-Dan. 

Jerusalem deputy mayor Haim 
Miller (Agudat YIsrael) said that 
there is no chance of establishing 
public transport on Shabbat and bit- 
terly attacked the references to the 
haredization of the city. 

Haiedi activist Yehuda Meshi- 
Zahav said that die harcdi public 
would see to it that the street is 
closed throughout Shabbat by 
remaining in their synagogues 
throughout the day. 

Sephardi Chief Rabbi Eliahu 
Bakshi-Doron said that the commit- 


tee had made a tactical error by not 
closing the street entirely on 
Shabbat. 

Jerusalem Mayor Ehiid Olxnert 
. refused to comment on the report. 
Among the few who expressed their 
support for the committee's recom- 
mendations were the National 
Religious Party and Meimad. 

Liat Collins adds : 

The Knesset will discuss die 
report tomorrow, but the feeling in 
the House yesterday was that it is 
not conclusive. 

“The Zameret Committee came 
from the High Court and will return 
there, because this is not the baby 
die court was dreaming of." said 
Meretz leader Yossi Sand. He said 
he would ask for an injunction pre- 
venting its implementation. 

Alex Lubotsky (Third Way) 
called on Levy to adopt the report in 
its entirety, saying “selecting only 
certain chaises will make the whole 
report void of meaning and will 
destroy the delicate balance which 
the committee achieved."

IX theory, all you need to achieve compromise is for people of good will to 
sit downand talk to each other. If ever there was proof that dialogue can fail, 
it was tire Zameret Committee. 

The members of the committee all appeared to be reasonable. In the open 
sessions, ar least, they did not raise their voices, and drey waited until others 
had finished before they began to speak. And yet. although four of the six 
members actually agreed to a set of proposals, it is clear that they failed to 
reach any sort of real understanding. 

the' religiously observant members of the committer., only one. Prof. 
Daniel Sperber of Bar-Dan University actually agreed to a formula whereby 
Jerusalem's Rehov Bar-Dan would be closed during synagogue services on 
Shabbat for the coming two years, with the understanding that when a suit- 
able alternate highway is completed, the street would be closed entirely on 
Shabbat. Even Haifa Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shc’ar Yashuv Gofaen append- 
ed a lener expressing his objection to leaving the street open at aO on 
ShabbaL 

Moreover, in an attempt to paper over their differences, the non-haredi 
members of the committee adopted afonnula which the secular, but not the 
religious, took to understand as meaning that regular shared (sherm) taxi 
lines should operate on Shabbat in Jerusalem. 

Apparently regretting her agreement to such a formula. Prof. Galia Golan 
stayed away from the ceremony at winch the report was presented to 
Transport Minister Yitzhak Levy, while the issue of what this formula meant 
.became a bone of contention at the ceremony itself. 

Iris especially disturbing that the recommendations were not accepted by 
the two haredi members of the committee, die two who might be said to rep- 
resent the interests of foe residents of Rehov Bar-Dan. It is also understand- 
able that they, bke the haredi community itself, took exception to items in 
the repon which spoke of the danger of haredization of Jerusalem. 

As a represent a tive of the haredi press pointed out, it would be easy to 
compare such warnings to those issued in Europe 50 yeaxs ago by those who 
saw Jews or Gypsies as a menace to society. 

If anyone thought that this or any committee could solve the problem of 
how Jews with different religious outlooks are to live together in Jerusalem 
or in the country in general, they are in for a great disappointment.

Authorities bast gang of credit card forgers 
DETECTIVES from the Serious Crimes Division busted a gang of cred- 
it-card forgers yesterday morning, following an investigation that was 
aided by officials of foe Visa and IsraCaid credit-card companies, a 
police spokesman sakLThe gang, which operated in the Tel Aviv area, is 
suspected of both using the fake cards and apparently also selling them, 
according to the spokesman. 

Twelve suspects were detained in tbe raid, in which police also found 
fake credit cards and products purchased with them. The spokesman said 
the gang boaght hundreds of thousands of shekels of goods. Six of the 
suspects were released on bail and tbe others detained for further inves- 
tigation.

US, Israel 
probing 
fraud in 
’copter deal

POLICE and US law enforce- 
ment officials are investigating 
alleged fraud and bribery m foe 
sale of five helicopters to the 
IDF by a US firm, according to 
police sources. 

A police spokesman yesterday 
confirmed that an investigation 
has been under way “for some 
time.” He declined to comment 
further. 

The case involves foe sale of 
five Panther helicopters to the 
IDF several years ago by 
American Eurocopter, part of a 
project to replace foe Dolphin 
helicopters that had been used by 
the navy for years. 

Investigators believe Israel 
unknowingly overpaid for the 
helicopters, the overpayment 
going to Americans and Israelis 
involved in foe deal. A retired 
IDF officer who represented 
American Eurocopter and sever- 
al persons connected with the 
Defense Ministry have reported- 
ly been questioned by police. 

The investigation was begun 
by foe US legal authorities, who 
contacted the Justice Ministry 
for help in patting together the 
case, Israel Radio reported yes- 
terday.
